By the Office Action 
dated April 8, 2005, claims 1 to 38 were rejected. In the Office Action the Examiner 
rejected Claims 10, 23, 26-27, 29-31 and 33-38 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Publications 2004/01 17361 to Greer et al. ("Greer"); Claims 1-8, 1 1- 
14, 16, 20-22 and 24-25 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Greer in 
view of Oracle Certified Professional™ DBA Certification Exam Guide, 1998 
("OraDBA"); Claims 9 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Greer in view of OraDBA further in view of U.S. Publication 2003/0187932 to Kenedy 
("Kenedy"); Claims 17 to 19 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Greer 
in view of OraDBA and further in view of U.S. Patent 6,529,880 to McKeen et al. 
("McKeen"); Claim 28 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Greer in 
view of Kenedy; and Claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Greer in view of U.S. Publication 2004/01 17361 to Cornelius ("Cornelius").
